NEW YORK, July 17.— President 
Harding has again given evidence 
of his belief in the future of flying. 
The chief executive expects amazing 
developments in air travel, and de-' 
clares th a t each stage of develop-! 
ment demands improved 'means of 
transport; hfc wants the United Sta­ 
tes to lead the world in commercial 
aviation. He has 
expressed 
these 
views in a letter to the Aeronauti­ 
cal Chamber of Commerce of Ameri­ 
ca, the text of which follows: 
“The W hite House, 
Washington. 
“Gentlemen: 
I find pleasure in adding a word 
expressive of my interest in aerial 
transport, and in the presentation 
of the subject which is being made 
by the Aeronautical Chapiber of Chm 
meree. The history of civilization is 
largely the history of communica­ 
tion. Each stage of progress Beeuis 
to demand and develop improved 
means of transport. The steamship, 
the railroad aud the motor car have 
been dviSed and utilized. Now we 
enter a new phase. It is a real dis­ 
tinction to America to be known 
as 
the birthplace of the airplane; ii 
should be our concern that this art 
shall not languish, but that in its 
practical application we shall 
lead 
the world. An amazing development 
will take place in the near future 
in the utilization of the air as a me­ 
dium of transport and communica­ 
tion. As a government, we are aim­ 
ing to provide this art. with neces­ 
sary guarantees of law, and with 
such facilities as may be possible 
through the encouragement of air­ 
ways and terminals. 
But for air 
transport quickly to achieve the im­ 
portant place it is destined to oc­ 
cupy, it must have public interest 
and support. I hope your efforts in 
this behalf may be productive of 
most gratifying results.

exploitation 
Above these am ounts the financial 
ability of the purchaser governs. 
The exploitation 
peiiod 
is 40 
years instead of 30 years as form­ 
erly. An initial tax of two bolivars 
per hectare or 16 cents per acre 
is payable at the beginning of the 
exploitation 
period, 
and 
annual 
rentals of two bolivars per hectaif [ 
are 
collected 
for 
the 
first 
three 
years, four bolivars per heetare for 
the succeeding 27 years and five 
bolivars 
per 
hectare are 
the re­ 
maining IO years of exploitation. 
Formerly the contractor was ob­ 
liged to select his quota of acre­ 
age in parcels of 200 hectares each, 
in checkerboard fashion, leaving an 
enqau area as a national reserve. 
Under the new law the parcels are 
of 500 hectares or 1,235 acres each 
and these may be grouped as de­ 
sired. 
Government Get* Royalty 
The government receives IO per. 
cent royalty except in areas 200 
or 
more 
kilometers distant 
from 
the sea or from Lake Maracaibo, 
or in areas south of the Andes, 
the production from which pays only 
s?ven and one-half percent royally. 
In similar areas taxes are reduced 
to one-half. 
In former laws the contractor was 
obliged 
to deposit 
a 
guarantee 
amounting to as much as $1 per 
hectare to insure compliance with 
the terms of his contract, but no 
.‘ueli guarantees are now required. 
Form er contracts may be adapted 
to the new law simply by announce­ 
ment of the fact to the Minister of 
Foment*.

MUSKOGEE, OKLA.,—July 18.— 
Thousands of dollars are being saved 
in the United States district attor­ 
ney’s office here through 
a new; 
system of prosecuting violators of 
the liquor laws. Under the former 
system, it was customery to have 
the defendants bound over to the 
grand jury. It is estimated by offi­ 
cials that it cost approximately $20 
a case to bring the proceedings be­ 
fore an inquisitorial body. 
Under the new pla», the govern­ 
ment is proceeding against 
liquor 
law violators with what is known 
as an information. By this process, 
the case automatically goes into the 
federal court without being referred 
to the grand jury. Within the past 
month, 200 cases of this character 
have been institutted by the district 
office. Only cases wherein the de­ 
fendant have never before been pro- 
scuted for a 
liquor violation are 
handled in this manner.

Tomato Ketchup 
Select red-ripe tomatoes. The ex­ 
tra juice, small and broken fruit 
which will not do for canning may 
be used, if 
they are

red. Any green or yellow parts of 
fruit will make a ketchup inferior 
in flavor and color, and not good 
for market. Use whole spices tied 
loosely in a bag while cooking and 
remove before bottling to prevent 
darkening the product, caused by 
ground spices. This does not apply 
to red pepper, which helps to give 
to give a bright red color.

I T. mustard (powdered) 
I pt. good cider vinegar 
I level T. each of whole allspice, 
cloves, cinnamon and pepper 
A small red pevpers, sliced and

colander,

spices and 
spice bag, and cook for 1V4 hours 
or until nearly thick enough, then 
add vinegar and cook until thick 
Rapid cooking 
(being careful not 
to scorch the ketchup) will give a 
better color than slow cooking. The 
finished product should have a fine, 
bright red color- 
Pour the ketchup at once Iftto hot, 
sterilized bottles. 
If any quantity 
is made for sale, set the hot bottles 
at once into a vessel of hot water, 
having a rack or false bottom in it 
to prevent breakage, put the cork 
stoppers in poosely, and process at 
boiling point for 30 minutes. Drive 
the corks in tightly, and when cool 
dip mouth of 
bottle into 
melted 
paraffin, or cover stopper with scal­ 
ing wax.
